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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 4 "said solid product" lacks clear antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Haertle. 

Haertle discloses an adhesive mounting plate 7 which is attached with Velcro 6 to a 
solid fabric softening device 8. The device forms a dispenser for dispensing fabric 
conditioner in a dryer. 

Claims 1-3 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mizuno '145. 
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Mizuno '145 shows a fastening plate 13 which fastens to a surface of a dryer and uses 
Velcro 1 1 to fasten to a fabric softener solid 7. 

Claims 1-3 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mizuno et al '685. 

Mizuno et al '685 show an attaching plate 13 which uses velcro to removably fasten to a 
solid 10 fabric softener. 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
either Haertle or Mizuno '145 in view of Clothier et al. 
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Haertle and Minuno '145 disclose applicants' basic inventive concept, a fabric softening 
device which removable fastens to an attaching plate which fastens to the inside of the 
dryer, substantially as claimed with the exception using grooves, holes and plugs or 
mating lips to fasten the device. Clothier et al show a dome shaped (figs 1-3) fabric 
softening solid which is attached to a drier using Velcro, suction cups, or knobs, hooks 
or strings (col. 2 lines 47-55). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of applicant's invention from the teaching of Clothier et al to modify te 
dispenser of Haertle or Mizuno by using alternate removable fastening means to ensure 
a secure hold on the product in a variety of conditions and to make the device as 
cheaply as possible while still forming a tight connection. In regard to claim 9, Official 
Notice is taken that mating lips are well known in the solids fastening art and as such 
would have been an obvious modification to produce a secure, yet easily removed 
connection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Miller and Davis are added to the 892 since the references have 
been crossed through in the IDS which is a resubmission of the earlier 892, to avoid 
confusion during printing if the current application becomes a patent.
